The purpose of this amendment is to remove the constitutional 


objections found by the supreme court to exist against the adoption in 
Ohio of what is known as the "Torrens Land Title System." Its prin- 
cipal features are: 


1. Registering of the title in the name of the owner, upon his 


application and the decree of a court, and issuing to him a certificate 
of title good as against all the world. 


2. The creation of a guarantee fund by fees to be paid by the-, 


applicants to register, out of which fund are made good the losses, if 
any, of persons who may be wrongfully cut out of interests in the reg- 
istered lands. 


3. The registering in the registrar's office of all things which 


affect the title as they occur from time to time after registration, and 
the noting of these, upon request, on the duplicate certificate held by the 
owner. 


4. The issuing of new certificates of title by the registrar urjpn 


each sale and transfer of land.

Registration is voluntary upon the part of owners of land. 


When a title is once registered no further abstracts or examinations of 
title are necessary.

or any political sub-division thereof, or for or to any public institution owned or 
managed and controlled by the state or any political sub-division thereof. 


This amendment will eliminate the elements of private profit from 


the labor of inmates of the prisons and reformatories of Ohio. It 
will permit the employment of prisoners, in the production of things 
needed by any state, county or municipal institution, or in the build- 
ing of public roads. It will also compel the conspicuous marking a« 
"Prison Made," of all goods offered for sale in this state which have 
been made in prisons outside of Ohio.

It shall hold at least one term In each year at the seat 
of government, and such other terms, there, or elsewhere, as may be provided by law 
The Judges of the supreme court shall be elected by the electors of the state at large 
for such terra, not less than six years, ns may be prescribed by law. and they shall 
bo elected, and their official term shall begin, at such time as fqay now or hereafter 
he, fixed by law. Whenever the Judges of the supreme court shall he equallv divided 
In opinion as to the merits of any caj=e before them and are unable for that reason

The amendment is to shorten that .process by converting the circujl 
court into a court of appeals of three judges, and providing that iti' 
judgment in ordinary cases shall be final.

The const t-1 
tion forbids the general assembly to subdivide a common pleas iudiaal 
district into less than three divisions, and the unequal growth of coun-| 
ties in population and business makes these restrictions work great hin- 
drances and delays in the trial of causes in many counties of the state/ 
Other proposed changes in sections i, 2 and 6 of article IV, will add 
materially to the volume of work to be done by the common pleas 
judges., and there will be greater need than at present for at least one 
resident judge in each county, and such additional number for the lar- 
ger counties as may be authorized by the general assembly.

The provision of the present constitution that a bill 
vetoed by the governor shall have as many votes in each house as it 
had on its first passage in order to be passed over the veto and become 
a law, is entirely omitted in the new amendment. Any item or items 
appropriating money may be vetoed and the remainder of the bill ap- 
proved, as at present.
